lakes, and the mighty cataracks 
of his heavie diſpleature; theſe 
deadly fluddes may ceaſe from 
the earth, and all creatures be re- 
ſtored to their former ſaſtie. One 
ſinguler occaſion of hope wee 
might haue of ſo te a benefit: 
if it would pleaſe him but once 
to ſhew thisfigne ofhis Teſtamẽt 
with mankind, his gloriouſe rain- 
bow, which diſcovering vnto the 
worlde moſt bewri coulers 
mighrfignific the caulme & faire 
weather, which were at hand:

E Ven as with all manner of 
deceitful ſubtelues and blaſ- 
phemous vntruthes, hereſie doth 
euet go about to derogate vnto 
the + ok ofthe moſt ſoucraigne 
Qucene of heaucn and earch: ſo 
is it the part of every zealous Ca- 
tholicke with as much care and 
diligence, to procure to ſer forth, 
ampliſie, and increaſe, ber won- 
derfull praiſes, and moſt deſetued 
honour. Wheras therfore in this 
litle treatiſe we are to ſet downe 
one of the molt ſpeciall deuoti- 
ons and ſervices that the holye 
Church vſeth vnto the glorie of 
this B. Virgin: Ichinke it neceſſa- 
rie that before we enter into the 
riacipall diſcourſe it ſelfe, wee 
bnefly tor the behoofe of the vn- 
B learned 
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learned fer downe, wherein the 
deuotion, and ſeruice of ſo high 
a creature doth conſiſt. 

Two thinges therfore are te- 
quired, for the wholle perfection

of paſſion) whatſoeuer he ſuffred 
in his divine Body: was commen- 
ded moſt carefully by him to his 
moſt renderly beloued Diſciple: 
receiued his naked body with mo 
therlye familiaritic in her ſacred 
lap: & with moſt certaine expecta 
tion of his Reſurrection, after ſhe 
had buried him returning home, 
all the Diſciples although not ha- 
uinge loſt the faith — point 
which they had not as yet perfect 

ly recei- 
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ly teceiued yet not ſufficiẽtly per- 
fraded of the ſame Reſurrection. 
19 She was the firſt vnto whom 


he appeared after his glorious re- 


ſurrection. For although of fuch 
apparition there be no mẽtion in 


the Goſpell: yet of this affection 


to his 2 we need not 


doubt, but that as the Church ſin- 
geth: Prima meretur gaudia, qua 
lus ardebat ceteris: She deſetued 

the firſt ioy, which did loue more 
then the reft; And the delay be- 
tweene his reſurrection and tne 
apparition vnto Mary Magda- 
lene; is an argument that firſt he 
appeared vnto his Mother. And 
he had ſo determined, that for the 
ſaluation of mankind, two ſuch 
notable perſonages liuing neceſ- 
ſarily together, as was him ſelfe 
and his glorious Mother; his = 
greatnes ſhould be ſhewed firſt:

Ghoſt, and ſpeciall reuelation of 
the ſame glorious Virgin, knit to- 
gither in one band of a mutuall | 
Societie, all kind of deuout Chri-

and confirmed; And more-Ouer 
by Iulius 3. and Pius r. expreſly 
declared, that the confraternities 
without his leaue and auctoritie 
inſtituted, be anulled and do not 
enioy any Indulgẽce or = ge. 
2 In euery Couent and Church 
of the order of Preachers ought 
this holy company be and not in 
other; this being a proper inheri- 
tance and inſtitution of that or- 
der, In Cities, Townes, or Villa- 
ges, where there is no Couent or 
Church of the order of Preachers 
it may be placed in other Chur- 
ches with leaue of the ſaid Reue- 
rend Father Generall, yet ſo that 
one companye onely there be in 
each Towne or place for to auoid 
confuſion: & if afterward the Fre- 
ers of the order come to the ſaide
